The King of Elms. 

What is said to be (he largest elm 
in New England and one cf the great¬ 
est east of the Rocky Mountains is in 
the historic little town of Wethers¬ 
field, famed for its onion garden and 
its prison. The elm stands on the 
lower end of the old town square, op¬ 
posite the Smith house, still occupied 
by descendants of John Smith, who 
planted the tree over 170 years ago.

According to 
Oliver Wendell Holmes’s classification 
of elms, this would come easily with¬ 
in the first class, and with something 
to spare, for all elms witli a girth of 
twenty feet a short distance above the 
ground he catalogued as of the first 
order of size. New England, with its 
multitude of great elms, can show few 
whose measure from two to four feet 
above the surface will be twenty feet.

He has been I 
employed much of the time by the 
Berlin Mills Co., and has worked j 
chiefly as a millwright.
